NEW YORK, Dec. 28—A gruesome mystery in .which a 
hosaati ear waa sent to a convict in Sing Sing prison as a 
"Christmas present" is engaging the attention of the District 
Attorney's oflee hare. The ear, so withered that it was im- 
peaatble to determine whether it was that from the head of a 
child or an adaH, was carefully wrapped in tissue paper and 
tied with a red ribbon and left at the prison among gifts for 
Vincent Valanotti who a year ago began a 15 year sentence 
for man slaughter. The package was delivered by Valanotti's 
wife but it was admitted at the District Attorney's office thai 
detective* ware unable to trace her.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—A growing uneasiness that the 


railroad problem may be thrown back into Congress became 
apparent among both legislators and railroad 
men today. 
Despite possibilities of the Each-Cummins Transportation Law 
and the efforts of railroad executives and the government to 
work out a solution under it many questions today were listed 
M demanding answers. 
The Transportation Act as interpreted 'by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission guarantees the railroads earnings of 6 
per cent. In August the Interstate Commerce Commission 
authorized the highest rates in history to accomplish this. In 
September the railroads were twenty-nine millions short of 
earning 6 per cent, and in October the railroads were twenty 
million short.. Reports for other months have not been made 
up but railroad men admit they also will show a shortage.
